SCALE OF ASSESSMENTS 

THE GA DEC. 2 APPROVED, 95-20-(US)-26, DRAFT RESOLUTION 
(A/32/L.40) CALLING FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A SPECIAL 
UNIT IN THE SECRETARIAT ON PALESTINIAN RIGHTS TO PREPARE 
STUDIES AND PUBLICATIONS. IT ALSO ENDORSED, 100-12(US)-29, 

THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE PALESSINIAN RIGHTS COMMITTEE 
AND URGED THE SECURITY COUNCIL TO TAKE AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE A DECISION ON THE RECOMMENDATIONS (L.39). 

DEBATE ON THE QUESTION OF PALESTINE WAS CONCLUDED WITH 
STATEMENTS BY CZECHOSLOVAKIA, SWEDEN, CYPRUS, US, PAKISTAN 
AND LIBYA, AND 14 DELEGATIONS EXPLAINED THEIR VOTES. 

A NEW SCALE OF ASSESSMENTS GOVERNING MEMBER S CONTRIBUTIONS 
IN 1978-79 WAS ADOPTED 101-1(SINGAPORE)-12(BANGLADESH, 

BELGIUM, ITALY, LESOTHO, LIBERIA, LUXEMBOURG, NETHERLANDS, 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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POLAND, PORTUGAL, SPAIN, SYRIA, US), AND APPROPRIATIONS 
TOTALLING $94,423,783 TO OPERATE UNEF AND UNDOF FOR ONE 
YEAR WERE APPROVED 1 15 (POLAND, ROMANIA)-2(ALBANIA, SYRIA)- 10(OTHER 
SOV BLOC, CUBA, YEMEN), WITH CHINA AMONG THOSE ABSENT. 

A 36 PERCENT INCREASE IN THE RATES OF REIMBURSEMENT BY THE 
UN TO TROOP CONTRIBUTING COUNTRIES FOR PAY AND ALLOWANCES 
OF THEIR TROOPS WAS APPROVED 112-3-10. ITALY AND SYRIA 
ABSTAINED ON SCALE OF ASSESSMENTS BECAUSE THEY OBJECTED TO 
THEIR ASSESSMENTS. ON INEF/UNDOF, SYRIA SAID THE AGGRESSOR 
SHOULD BEAR THE COSTS, AND ALBANIA WOULD NOT CONTRIBUTE 
TOWARD THE FINANCING. BY CONSENSUS, THE GA ADOPTED A 
DECISION REFERRING TO SPECIALIZED AGENCIES THE COMMENTS ON 
ADMINISTRATIVE AND BUDGETARY COORDINATION MADE BY THE ACABQ 
(A/32/319), AND ADOPTED WITHOUT VOTE SOME CHANGES IN THE UN 
FINANCIAL REGULATIONS RELATING TO AUDITING (A/32/389). 

ACTION ON RELATIONSHIP OF IFAD TO THE UN COMMON SYSTEM OF 
SALARIES AND ALLOWANCES WAS DERERRED. 

AFFIRMATIVE VOTES ON THE PALESTINIAN RESOLUTIONS WERE 
EXPLAINED BY SPAIN, CHINA (HAD RESERVATIONS ON REFERENCE 
TO GENEVA CONFERENCE), MEXICO (WITH RESERVATIONS), ARGENTINA 
(SOME RECOMMENDATIONS DID NOT SEEM VAIABLE), DEMOCRATIC 
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YEMEN, AND JAMAICA (WITH RESERVATIONS). ECUADOR ABSTAINED 
IN ORDER NOT TO INTERFERE IN THE CURRENT DELICATE NEGO- 
TIATIONS. ALBANIA DID NOT PARTICIATE BECAUSE OF ITS 
RESERVATIONS ON RES A/31/20. NEPAL ABSTAINED ON L.39 
BECAUSE IT LACKED BALANCE. DEMOCRATIC YEMEN VOTED FOR 
) 40 ON UNDERSTANDING THE SPECIAL UNIT WOULD BE PART OF 
THE DEPARTMENT OF POLITICAL AND SECURITY COUNCIL AFFAIRS. 
IRAQ AND LIBYA HAD RESERVATIONS ON REFERENCES TO SC RES 
242 AND GENEVA CONFERENCE, BUT VOTED FOR L. 39 THOUGH THEY 
BELIEVED THE WAYS AND MEANS PROPOSED BY THE PALESTINIAN 
RIGHTS COMMITTEE TO REALIZE PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST WERE 
NOT THE SOLE POSSIBLE MEANS. 

ISRAELI AMB HERZOG SAID EVEN THE SPONSORS WERE AWARE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF THE "IRRELEVANCY" OF THEIR PORPOSALS; THESE PROPOSALS 
WOULD ADD TO THE HUGE SUMS BEING SPENT TO "CHURN OUT HATRED 
AND VILIFICATION" OF ISRAEL. HE ASKED IF "AN ANPT-ISRAEL 
PROPOGANDA FILM" WAS A PROPER FUNCTION ON THE UN SECRE- 
TARIAT. THE PROPOSED SPECIAL UNIT WOULD SERIOUSLY PREJU- 
DICE THE IMPARTIALITY OF THE SECRETARIAT ITSELF, WHICH 
WOULD FORFEIT ANY ROLE IT MIGHT PLAY IN BRINGING PEACE 
TO THE MIDDLE EAST AND ADD TO "THE PROCESS OF DESTRUCTION 
OF THE UN." WITH ADOPTION OF THE RESOLUTION, ISRAEL 
WOULD USE ALL THE MEANS AT ITS DISPOSAL TO MAKE THE WORLD 
-AND THOSE WHO CONTRIBUTE THE MOST TO THE UN FUNDS-- 
AWARE THAT "THE UN HAS BECOME AN OUTLET FOR ANTI-ISRAEL 
PROPAGANDA." THE ISSUE WAS THE FUTURE OF THE UN ITSELF, 

AND THE VOTE WOULD SHOW THOSE WHO WANTED PEACE AND THOSE 
WHO WERE AGAINST PEACE AND THE PROCESS OF NEGOTIATIONS. 

THOSE VOTING AGAINST THE PALESTINIAN RIGHTS COMMITTEE'S 
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RECOMMENDATIONS (L. 39) WERE US, SIX OF EC-9, CANADA, 

ISRAEL AND NORWAY. ABSTENTIONS WERE: AUSTRAIA, BAHAMAS, 

BOLIVIA, BRAZIL, COLOMBIA, COSTA RICA, DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, 

ECUADOR, EL SALVADOR, FIJI, FINLAND, FRANCE, GUATEMALA, 

HONDURAS, IRELAND, ITALY, IVORY COAST, JAPAN, LESOTHO, 

LIBERIA, NEPAL, NEW ZEALAND, NICARAGUA. PAPUA NEW GUINEA, 

PARAGUAY, SAMOA, SURINAM. SWEDEN AND URUGUAY. THOSE ABSENT 
WERE: ALBANIA, CHILE, KAMPUCHEA, GRENADA, SAO TOME 
AND PRINCIPE, SEYCHELLES AND SWAZILAND. 

THOSE VOTING AGAINST THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE SPECIAL 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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UNIT ON PALESTINIAN RIGHTS (L. 40) WERE: AUSTRALIA, BELGIUM, 

CANADA, COSTA RICA, DENMARK, DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, FRG, 

GUATEMALA, HONDURAS, ICELAND, IRELAND, ISRAEL, ITALY, 

LUXEMBOURG, NETHERLANDS, NEW ZEALAND, NICARAGUA, NORWAY, 

UK AND US. ABSTENTIONS WERE: ARGENTINA, AUSTRIA, 

BAHAMAS, BOLIVIA, BRAZIL, CAE, COLOMBIA, ECAUDOR, EL 
SALVADOR, FIJI, FINLAND, FRANCE, IVORY COAST, JAPAN, 

LESOTHO, LIBERIA, MEXICO, PANAMA, PAPUA NEW GUINEA, 

PARAGUAY, PERU, SAMOA, SURINAM, SWEDEN, URUGUAY AND VENEZUELA. 

THOSE ABSENT WERE THE SAME AS IN VOTE ON L. 39 EXCEPT 
THAT ALBANIA VOTED FOR L. 40 AND ETHIOPIA WAS ABSENT. 

IN THE DEBAE ON THE PALESTINE QUESTION. SIGUT (CZECHOSLOVAKIA) 

OPPOSED SEPARATE NEGOTIATIONS ON THE MIDDLE EAST AND URGED 
EARLY RECONVENING OF THE GENEVA CONFERENCE, WITH PARTICIPATION 
OF ALL PARTIES, AND COMMENTED THAT THE PLO WAS THE MAIN FORCE 
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FOR THE LIBERATION OF THE PALESTINIANS. 

THUNBORG (SWEDEN) THOUGHT PRESIDENT SADAT'S VISIT TO 
ISRAEL COULD HAVE AN IMPORTANT INFLUENCE ON THE MIDDLE 
EAST, AND HE HOPED IT WOULD HELP TOWARD AN EARLY RECONVENING 
OF THE GENEVA CONFERENCE. THE ROLE OF THE PLO MUST 
BE CONSIDERED AS FUNDAMENTAL, AND THE SYG'S EFFORTS TOWARD 
RESOLVING OBSTACLES TO THE GENEVA CONFERENCE WERE 
COMMENDABLE. ROSSIDES (CYPRUS) SAID THE RIGHT OF A PEOPLE 
TO RETURN TO ITS HOMELAND WAS FUNDAMENTAL AND INALIENABLE, 
"WHETHER IN PALESTINE OR CYPRUS OR ELSEWHERE." 

CONGRESSMAN WOLFF STATED THAT THE GA COULD NOT DICTATE 
TO ISREL OR ITS ARAB NEIGHBORS EITHER THE FORM OF THE 
NEGOTIATIONS OR THE ELEMENTS OF A SETTLEMENT, BUT THAT WAS 
PRECISELY WHAT THE PALESTINIAN RIGHTS COMMITTEE HAD BEEN 
CREATED TO DO. LISTENING TO THE DEBATE, HE WONDERED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WHETHER SOME REPRESENTATIVES HERE WER "LIVING IN A REA 
WORLD." THIS WAS THE TIME FOR PEACE, NOT THE TIME FOR 
THE PALESTINIAN RIGHTS COMMITTEE. THE US DID NOT BELIEVE 
THAT THE WORK OF THAT COMMITTEE WAS A PRACTICAL CONTRIBUTION 
TO THE SEARCH FOR PEACE, AND IT WOULD VOTE AGAINST THE 
TWO DRAFT RESOLUTIONS ON THE QUESTION OF PALESTINE. 

(USUN 5190) 

BROHI (PAKISTAN) SAID THE GENEVA CONFERENCE CO-CHAIRMEN 
BORE A HEAVY RESPONSIBILITY TO ENSURE THAT THE 
NEGOTIATIONS ACCORDED WITH THE REALITIES OF THE SITUATION. 

"THE ONUS NOW RESTS ON ISRAEL," 

WHICH "MUST MATCH ITS RHETORIC WITH ITS OFFERING OF SOME 
CONCRETE EARNEST INSTALLMENT OF ITS DESIRE TO ACHIEVE PEACE 
WITH JUSTICE IN THE MIDDLE EAST." THE ARBS SHOULD NOT BE 
ASKED TO NEGOTIATE THEIR FUNDAMENTAL RIGHTS. BROHI SAID. 

KIKHIA (LIBYA) OPPOSED THE "POLITICAL TREND" OF THE LEADER 
WHO CARRIED OUT THE RECENT VISIT TO JERUSALEM. LIBYA 
HAD BEEN "THUNDERSTRUCK" AT THE VISIT AND WOULD NEVER 
"BARTER THE PALESTINIAN CAUSE." "OUR STRUGGLE WITH ZIONISM 
IS ONE OF LIFE AND EEATH," HE SAID. AND "A WAR OF DEFENSE 
TO THE END." THE PLACE OF EGYPT WAS "IN THE FRONT LINE 
OF THE AAB STRUGGLE IN DEFENSE OF ARAB RIGHTS AND THE 
USURPED ARAB TERRITORIES." THE STRUGGLE AGAINST ZIONISM 
WAS A STRUGGLE AGAINST HE RACIST-ZIONIST MOVEMENT WHICH 
WAS CONNECTED WITH WORLD CAPITALISM AND IMPERIALISM, 

AND IT HAD ALLIED ITSELF WITH THE US. REGARDING HOSTAGES 
AND KIDNAPPING, KIKHIA DECLARED THAT "ZIONISM HAD KIDNAPPED 
THE NENTIRE AMERICAN ESTABLISHMENT AND HAD MADE THE AMERICAN 
GIANT A HOSTAGE OF ZIONISM." THE TALK OF SOVIET ARMS ACCUMULATING 
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IN LIBYA AND IRAQ WAS PART OF A LARGE-SCALE PLOT IN THE REGION 
AGAINST THE PROGRESSIVE FORCES, HE SAID, WARNING THAT 
THE PROGRESSIVE FORCES WERE ' VERY VIGILANT” AND WOULD FOIL 
THE PLOTS AGAINST THEM. IN REPLY TO THE US REPRESENT ATIE, HE 
SAID, INTER ALIA, THAT THE US HAD EMBRACED THE ZIONIST

2. COMMITTEE 1 - REMAINING ITEMS 

STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY UKRAINE, BURUNDI, GDR, USSR, 
BANGLADESH, CUBA AND IVORY COAST DEC.2 AS THE COMMITTEE 
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CONTINUED DEBATE ON ITS THREE FINAL AGENDA ITEM - 
DEEPENING AND CONSOLIDATION OF INTERNATIONAL DETENTE, 
CONCLUSION OF WORLD TREATY ON NON-USE OF FORCE, AND 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECLARATION ON STREGTHENING INTER- 
NATIONAL SECURITY. CUBA AND CHILE EXERCISED RIGHT OF REPLY. 

MAKEBERO (BURUNDI) LISTED COLONIALISM IN SOUTHERN 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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AFRICA AND GAP BETWEEN RICH AND POOR COUNTRIES AS THREATS 
TO INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY. IF A NEW INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC ORDER COULD NOT BE ESTABLISHED, TRUE PEACE AND SECURITY 
COULD NOT BE ESTABLISHED, HE SAID. HAQUE (BANGLADESH) SAID 
THAT THE CRUCIAL ISSUE WAS NOT A MERE RE-STATEMENT OR 
ELABORATION OF WELL-RECONGIZED NORMS, BUT ESSENTIALLY THE 
AUGMENTATION OF THE WILL OF THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY TO 
GIVE THEM CONCRETE AND EFFECTIVE EXPRESSION. THE MOMENTUM 
TOWARD DEEPENING OF DETENTE COULD BE GENERATED THROUGH 
ACTUAL ACCOMPLISHMENTS. "THE ONUS CLEARLY FALLS UPON THE 
MIAOR POWERS TO DEMONSTRATE THEIR BONA FIDES," HE SAID. 

ISSRAELYAN (SOVIET UNION) FOCUSED ON NON-USE OF FORCE, 

AND EMPHASIZED THA THE TREATY PROPOSED BY THE SOVIETS 
WOULD FURTHER CONTRIBUTE TO THE STRENGTHENING OF DETENTE 
AND MUTUAL TRUST AS WELL AS DISARMAMENT. HE SUGGESTED THAT 
A SPECIAL COMMITTEE COULD BE CREATED TO WORK OUT THE WORLD 
TREATY, AND HE HOPED ALL STATES WOULD MAKE A POSITIVE CON 
TRIBUTION. UKRAINIAN FOREIGN MINISTER SHEVEL THOUGHT THAT 
THE ADOPTION OF A DRAFT DECLARATION ON DEEPENING AND CON 
SOLIDATING INTERNATIONAL DETENTE WOULD REBUFF THOSE CIRCLES 
WHICH WERE OPENLY NOSTALGIC FOR THE IMTES WHEN THE WORLD WAS 
ON THE BRINK OF NUCLEAR WAR. FLORIN (GDR) STATED THAT THE 
UN SHOULD ACTIVLEY FOSTER THE PROCEESS OF INTERNATIONAL 
DETENTE. 

MRS. JACHIEWICH (CUBA) REFERRED TOTHE REACTIONARY 
FORCES AND IMPERIALSIST WHICH HAD LAUCHED ALL KINDS OF 
AGGRESSION AGAINST CUBA IN THE POLITICAL, ECONOMIC AND 
MILITARY FIELDS. SHE DECLARED THATIT WAS NECESSARY TO 
LIQUIDATE THE VESTIGES OF COLONIALISM AND HALT THE INTER- 
VENTION BY THE IMPERIALIST AND REACTIONARY FORCES IN IN- 
TERNAL AFFAIRS OF OTHER STATES; AT SAME TIME, THE OPPRESSIVE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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APARTHIED REGIME SHOULD BE ELIMINATED. SHE ALSO MENTIONED 
THE FASCIST REGIME OF CHINE, AND LATER CHILE REJECTED THE 
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MALICIOUS ASSERTIONS. 

THIEMELE (IVORY COAST), WHO SUPPORTED PRESIDENT SADAT'S 
ACTION WHICH WAS CHARACTERIZED BY THE SPIRIT OF DIALOGUE, 
STRESSED THAT MERE DECLARATIONS OF INTENT WERE NOT ENOUGH 
TO ENSURE INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY. THOSE POWERS 
WHICH INTEREVENED IN THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF AFRICAN STATES, 

FOR INSTANCE, SHOULD HALT THE SUPPLY OF ARMS TO THE WARRING 
NATIONS AND INSTEAD SHOULD PROVIDEU ASSISTANCE TO THE POOR 
COUNTRIES IN NEED.

US JOINED CONSENSUS AND REGISTERED RESERVATIONS.

JAMAICA ON BEHALF G-77 INTRODUCED DRAFT RESOLUTIONS 
ON PREPARATONS FOR A NEW INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY 
(L.26) AND ON ECONOMIC COOPERATION AMONG DEVELOPING COUNTRIES 
(L. 64). CAMEROON INTRODUCED REVISED DRAFT ON UNICEF (L.55/ 

REV. 1) AND IT WAS ADOPTED WITHOUT A VOTE. A DRAFT DECISION, 

ON CHAIRMAN S PROPOSAL, WAS ADOPTED WHEREBY THE COMMITTEE 
INTER ALIA TOOK NOTE OF THE SYG'S REPORT ON UNIFIED AP- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PROACH TO DEVELOPMENT ANALYSIS AND PLANNING. 
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NAIROBI FOR UNEP; ROME FOR FAO 

5. COMMITTEE 3 - YOUTH 

ON DEC. 2 COMMITTEE CONTINUED DEBATE ON POLICIES AND 
PROGRAMS RELATING TO YOUTH. STATEMENTS ON YOUTH WERE MADE 
BY GABON, UNITED ARAB EMIRATES AND FRANCE. CHAIRMAN 
MAIR (JAMAICA) SAID THAT THERE HAD BEEN A FURTHER DELAY IN 
THE COMMITTEE'S TAKING DECISIONS ON DRAFT RESOLUTINS ON THE 
ITEM ON WAYS TO IMPROVE THE EFFECTIVE ENJOYMENT OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS. A NUMBER OF DELEGATIONS WISHED TO HAVE FURTHER 
DISCUSSIONS ON THOSE DRAFT RESOLUTION, BEFORE PROCEEDING 
TO VOTE. SMIRNOV (USSR) NOTED THE NEW YORK TIMES SAID 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THERE WOULD BE A MEETING OF COMMITTEE AT 8PM. HE 
NOTED THAT ABC AND NBC MORNING NEWS HAD SAID 

THERE WOULD BE A VOTE TODAY ON HUMAN RIGHTS DRAFT RESOLUTIONS. 
USSR REQUESTED THAT CHAIR TAKE MEASURES TO PROTECT 
DELEGATES FROM SUCH "PSYCHOLOGICAL PRESSURE ", CHAIRMAN 
MAIR SAID CHAIR HAD MADE VERY ATTEMPT TO PREVENT 
"EXTERNAL ELEMENTS" FROM IMPINGING ON THE COMMITTEE'S 
WORK. GABON, UNITED ARAB EMIRATES AND FRANCE NOTED IN 
THEIR STATEMENTS THE IMPORTANCE OF A WELL EDUCATED AND 
TRAINED YOUTH. 

6. COMMITTEE 4 - RHODESIA 
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ON DEC. 1 FOURTH COMMITTEE IN ITS DEBATE ON RHODESIA 
HEARD STATEMENTS BY REV. SITHOLE, UANC AND PATRIOTIC 
FRONT REPRESENTATIVES, BELGIAN ON BEHALF OF EC-9. FRANCE 
AND UAE MADE STATEMENTS SUPPORTIVE OF UK/US INITIATIVES. 

GHANA AND INDIA CALLED FOR OIL SANCTIONS AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA. 

SITHOLE STATED THAT BASED ON HIS SOUNDINGS IN RHODESIA 
IT WAS CLEAR THAT PEOPLE OF ZIMBABWE WANTED SETTLEMENT. 

AND SETTLEMENT BASED ON ONE MAN ONE VOTE. SITHOLE STATED 
ZANU HAD HELD SEMINARS IN ZIMBABWE TO DISCUSS WHITE PAPER 
PROPOSALS AND HAD SOLICITED VIEWS OF RHODESIAN WHITES, 

BLACKS, COLOREDS AND ASIANS. ZANU FOUND PLAN ACCEPTABLE 

AND "USEFUL FRAMEWORK" FOF FURTHER NEGOTIATIONS. ZANU ACCEPTED 

THE PLAN'S PRINCIPLE OF A TRANSITION PERIOD LIMITED TO 

SIX MONTHS, BUT COULD NOT SUPPORT END OF 

FIGHTING UNTIL A FORMAL AGREEMENT WAS REACHED. 

TRANSFER OF POWER WAS CRUCIAL ISSUE, NO PARTY WAS IN 
POSITION TO STATE THAT IT REPRESENTED WILL OF AFRICAN MAJORITY 
UNTIL ELECTIONS HAD BEEN HELD. HE NOTED PATRIOTIC FRONT 
DID NOT HAVE SUPPORT OF MAJORITY AND THE ORGANIZATION DID 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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NOT IN FACT EXIS INSIDE ZIMBABWE. ONLY ZANU, ZAPU AND UANC 
EXISTED. PATRIOTIC FRONT WAS NOT A POLITICAL REALTITY, 

BUT RATHER AN "INTERNATIONAL POLITICAL GIMMICK". 

ON INTERNAL SETTLEMENT PROPOSALS, SITHOLE NOTED ACCEPTANCE 
BY SMITH OF ZADULT SUFFERAGE" WHICH ZANU INTERPRETED AS
